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THE EFFECTS OF PEACE.

How French Goods Will be Affected by the
tlone of the War.

In conversation with prominent Importers of
French goods, it Is ascertained that the effect of
the close of the Franco-Prussinn war will not be
very marked immediately, but that the summer
and fall trades will be materially affected.
When the siege of Paris became imminent, the
tradesmen and merchants of that eapital hurried
out their goods as fast as they could, and threw
them into the Erglish markets, geiting them
out of the country by the ports then open, and
in thie way glutted the English markets to
such an extent as to depréciate the value of the
goods,

American merchauts took advautage of this
glate of affuirs, and purchased liberslly, which
will account for the excessive lmportations
during the last half of 1870 and thus far in the
present yvear. The mauvufacturers of merinoes,
who bave their establishments on the Belgian
frontier, have been in the practice of making up
their goods at their facloies, and sending them
to Parls to be dyed and packed for shipment.
The slege of Parls prevonted the prosecution of
this course, and consequently they were obliged
te dye the goods In the manufactories and ehip
through Belgiom. The merinos were thrown
upon the market In an imperfect state and
atigerably packed, snd the manufactorers sus-
tained considerable loss thereby, Now that the
eiege of Paris has been raised, the goods ean
again be gcnt to that eity, and a8 they will not
be wanted until the fall trade, ample time will
be given to finish them in the usual manuer.

Silks and velvels have been very low daring
the war, by reason of the enormous supply on
the markel; bulitis expected that the price of
raw silk will advauce Immediately, as also the
L\rh-c of labor throvughout France, and that

ereafter, and for many years, the prices of
eilks and velvets will be greatly enhanced. The
fact is pointed out that during our own eivil
war the prices ol material and labor were ad-
vanced toa point from which there has even
now been little redaction, though ten years have
elapsed since the breaking out of the war. The
French people have been lmpoverished to a cer-
tain extent; they have an enormous debi to
discharge, and it Is not reasonable to expect
that the laborer or artisan will or can work now
at ante bellum prices.

The population bas been reduced by the
ravages of war, large manufacturing dlstricts
bave been Inid waste, and the people of France
must and will demand a greater price for their
labor and the results thereof than they ever did
before. Taking this view of the condition of
affuirs in which peace finds France, the import-
ers do not s¢ee bow It iz possible for French
goode to be any lower than they are now, aud
expeet that they will appreciate in value from
thirty to fifty per cent.

The same may be 2aid of German goods, The
people of Germany have been compelled to sa-
crifice their industrial oecupations, and it ia
unreasonable to expect that they will be ena-
bled to return to them for many months. They,
too, have a heavy load of debt Lo earry, and the
prices of labor and material must advance in
the eame proportion that they will in France.
The immediate effect of the war
WAS Feen in the advance in the
price of wines and imported lignors, which
continue at the high rate, and will there remain
for some time. It is thought that the French
will rapidly recuperate, for they have been a
provident people, have lived cheaply, and most
of the laboring classes managed to lay up
money in times of progperity. They will now
avail themselves of the funds which they have
left In store to start afresh, and not only wipe
out their own score of debi, but enable the Goy-
ernment to pay the indemnity demanded by the
conqueror,

fng to §990 000, As {{ was not bellevad to be of saf-
gelent mportance to delay the presentation of this
repoert, the committee did not attempt to ascertain
how much was paid to the traders, which conld oolr
bhave been learned, if at all, by sending for witnesges
from 4 dlstance at greal expense; and as nelther
General Blunt's eonduct, nor that of the agents now
oot of the employ of the United States, nor of the
traders, can be ipvestigated by Congress for any
other purpose exespt to praveat the repetition of
such extortion and misconduct In the fulurs, the
committee think they have performed thelr duty by
calllng attention to the facts and the existing laws,
and hy suggesting such legig'ation a8 will prevent a
repetition of these things, as i 18 falr to presame
the ¢oees to which the attention of the gcommitteg
have been directed are only specimens of the whole.

And be It further enacted, That here-
after no coptract or agreement of any Kind shall be
made by any porson with any tribe of Iodians, or

any clalme growing out of or iu reference to annal-
tes from, of treaties with, the¥inited States, unless
such contract or agreement be In writng and ap-
provea by the Commissioner of Indlan Affalrs aod
the Secreétary of the Interior; and all such contracts
or agreements hereafter made in violation ol the
provisions of this section are hereby declared
nn!l apd vold, sand sil money or other thing of
vidue paid to eny person by any Iodian
or tribe, or any one else, for or on his or thelr behalf,
on account of such services, In excess of the mmount
approved by the sald Commissioner or Becretary
for such services, may be recovered by suit in the
pame of the Unted States in any court of the United
Btates, regardless of the amount in controversy,
one-half of which shall be paid to the person sueing
for the pame, and the other halfl shall be paid lnto
the Treasury of the United States for the use of the

Indian or tribe by or for whom
it wWas B0 paid; and the person s0
recelving sald money, and his alders and abettom,
shall, o addition to the forfeitare of ssid sum, be
subject to prosecution for misdemeannr in any court
of the United States, and on conviction shall be
fiped not less than oue thousand dullars and impri-
soned not less than &ix months; and It shall be the
du of all district attorneys of the United

Panig, March 1.—(Special to N, Y. Herald.)—
On the Boslevard Honore at 8 o'clock this
morning, when it was dark and cold, three
members of the National Guard and a few
women carrying bread were the only persons
visible, I turped the corner into the Rue
Royale and gaw a cordon of sentries streteching
across the street and a line of artillery eaissons
interlocked. No carrluge was allowed to pass
the upproaches to the Elysees. The Pont de la
Concorde, quay, and the Roae Rivoll wera all
barred in the same manner.

No Npecinters Were Visible,

There were not more than ten people on the
Champs Elyeees; not a sign of the coming event
was visible; all was go silent that the dullness
became almost oppressive, especially as it was
impoeesible not to feel

the Arec de Triomphe, a little after 7 o'clock,
balf a dozen mean, wearing blonses, were stand-
ing with their hands in their pockets gazing
down the avenue of Nenilly.
